Judge Osborne Gels a 'Chance to Orate 


and His Colleagues All Say "Me Too." 


The Judge Objects to Having any More 


Responsibility Thrust Ui>on "the Shoul- 


dera of Council and Ii Not Back- 


ward In Saying 80—The Vonncil 


Backs the Mayor in Enforcing 


the Lawn and Ordluances 


of the State and City. 


• There were eight members present at 
special meeting of council held Satur- 
day 
evening—Dillon, Kellar, Lynn, 


Neill, Osborne, Seebobm, Wymer and 
President Tnrley. 
Although the meet- 


ing was called for half-past sis o'clock, 
it was after seven before a quorum waa 
on bands. 


The clerk read the call, whioh sim- 


ply stated that the mayor would like 
to meet conncil to consider the ques- 
tion of special police. 
The mayor then 


proceeded to submit names for a spec- 
ial reserve police force. This was done, 
in accordance with an ordinance passed 
October 
17th, 1888, whioh provides 


that the mayor shall appoint by and 
with the consent of council a reserve 
police watoh^to consist of three per- 
sons in eaoh ward, to be called into 
duty in whole or in part, in such man- 
ner and on such occasions as the conn: 
oil may prescribe, and by the mayor or 
marshal in their discretion in special 
or emergent cases. These special police 
shall at all times have police Bowers 
and shall receive when on duty such 
pay as council may determine, not to 
excaed §3 per day.

These were all confirmed, excepting 


Joseph Goings, a colored m*i, ap- 
pointed in the Fourth ward. 
Mr. Kel- 


lar, from that ward, seemed to have it 
in for the colored brother and was 
bitterly opposed' to his confirmation. 
He succeeded in hanging up his ap- 
pointment. 
Kellar also tried to pre- 


vent the confirmation of Peter Dayis in 
the Sixth ward and voted against him. 
He was confirmed anyway. 
The ap- 


pointment of Goings was referred to 
the police committee, with instructions 
to report. 


Mayor Glidden then addressed coun- 


cil. He said hp had tried not to antagr 
onize council in any way. He had done 
what he thought was for the best in- 
terests of th'e city in the recent labor, 
troubles. 
Perhaps'he had been more 


severe than some people thought- the 
circumstances warranted. But he had 
dealt impartially with all, both union 
and non-union men. He attended to 
this so he could not be accused of mak- 
ing a grand-stand play. 
The mayor 


then stated that Friday night three 
men—two non-union men and a saloon 
keeper—had gone to the yard 'Of the 
house where the union men boarded 
and tried to 
provoke trouble. 
He 


would like an expression of conncil as 
to what action the mayor should take 
in the cases, whether the offenders 
should be called to justice and pun- 
ished, or not. 


It will be remembered that at the 


last regular meeting of council several 
members attempted to play "grand- 
stand" aud make political capital out 
of the mariner in whioh Mayor Glidden 
had dealt with tire labor troubles. ' Afc 
the special meeting the mayor simply 
desired to put the conncil on record. 
He wanted to know whether or not the 
conncil expected to back him up in eu- 
fuicing the laws of the state and ordi- 
nances of the city impartially. He was 
successful and was given to understand 
that he would have council at his back 
in enforcing the laws. 


Mr. Dillon, who spoke first, was em • 


pbatie in his statement that any man, 
whether he be a union or a non-union 
man, who offended againpt the laws 
should be arrested and dealt with ac- 
:ording to law. 


Judge Osborne made the speech of tho 


evening, and thereafter his colleagues 
sontented themselves by singing out, 
'Them's my sentiments, too." Mr. 
Osborne said, in effect, that council 
was gathered together for a certain 
specific purpose. 
The mayor and mar- 


shal were elected by the people and 
their duties prescribed by the laws of 
;he statejand the ordinances of the city. 
For his part he had no|desire or incli- 
nation,-and absolutely refused to serve 
as mayor. 
The action of the mayor 


might be construed—-he would not say 
;hat' it was—but it might be con- 
strued as an effort to shift the responsi- 
bility on council for the government of 
;he city. 
Onr duty, said Mr. Osborne, 


is to concede to the mayor the rights 
;he statutes and ordinances give him 
and say to him: 
"There is your 


authority. 
Yon must abide by them 


and enforce them." 
If any one should 


violate the laws of the state or town

Hoover's body was found on May 23. 


Captain Stouch sent for White 
Bull 


and some of the head men, being sai- 


" aufied that it was his band which com- 


mitted the murder. 


The old chief came in response to 


the summons and expressed his regret 
'at the occurrence. 


Captain Stouch told him to tell the 


headmen that the band would be held 
responsible for the murder unless they 
discovered the real culprit and brought 
him to the post. This they promised 
to do, and an old Indian named Badger 
made the prophetic remark, "I prom- 
ise the agent that if I find out, and I 
will try to find out, I will tell him if 
it is my own son." It turned out to be 
the son of the old brave who killed 
Hoover. 


This conference took place on May 


27, and that same day Sheriff Gibb of 
Custer county and a band of 25 armed 
men

• Paris, June 14.—An attempt 
was 


tnade to assasinate Felix Faure, presi- 
dent of the French republic, while he 
was en route to Long Champs to wit- 
ness the grand prix. 


While M. Faure's carriage wan pass- 


ing a.thicket near La Cascade restau- 
rant, in the Bois du Boulougne, a 
bomb, which subsequently proved to be 
a piece of-tubing about six inches long 
and two inches in diameter, with a 
thickness of half an 
inch, 
charged 


with powder and swan shot, exploded. 


No one was injured; by the explosion. 


A man in the crowd, suspected as the 
prime mover, was 'arrested. He gave 
his name as Gallet and made only the 
briefest 
replies to questions put to 


him by the police. 


G-allet 
said he had no occupation, 


but resided at Levallers-Perret. The 
police are making a thorough search 
of his lodgings. 
- 


He is believed to be insane, for he 


shouted as the carriage passed along 
so loudly.as to attract general atten- 
tion in the crowd. The police have 
also made another arest, in this case 
a youth. 
' ' - • 


The news of the attempt spread like 


wildfire through the city, and when M. 
Faure returned 
to 
the Elysee the 


street's along the route where it was 
known he would drive were crowded 
with people, who cheered him vocifer- 
ously. 
, 


It was at first reported that 
the 


would-be assassin was a young man 
about 25, who stood in the crowd 100 
yards or more from the race course 
and discharged a pistol at M. Faure 
as he drove up to the entrance, and 
there was a subsequent report that 
both 'pistol and bomb were used.. But 
the police now' believe that the sup- 
posed pistol shot was merely the noise 
of the bomb. 


The bomb was a clumsily made af- 


fair, to which a piece of fuse was at-' 
taehed, and 
the 
fuse was probably 


lighted by a paper fixed in the end of 
a stick as soon as 'the head of the pro- 
cession came into view. The presump- 
tion is that at the moment the fuse 
was lighted the culprit fled, and in any 
case the bomb could not have done 
much harm. 


In the thicket, where 
the police 


found the remnants of the bomb, they 
found also a pistol upon which were 
engraved the' words "Mort a Felix 
Faure," arid the , names 'Alsace-Lor- 
raine and Cologne.". Near the pistol 
was a small dagger. 


Several persons have stated to the 


police that the moment the explosion 
occurred a man was seen to run swift- 
ly into the thicket, but reports of this 
character are likely to be mere con- 
jecture,

The attempt on the life of M. Faure 


was made on the very spot where Be- 
rezowsky tried to shoot the czar while 
driving to the military review at 
iLong Champa in 
1867, and 
where 


Francois, a,lunatic, fired his revolver 
at M; ••Faure on July 14 last. 


Having this in mind, the police took 


extra 
precautions. 
Special 
officers 


were detailed to watch suspects arid to 
search houses known to be the resorts 
of dangerous characters.
